To demonstrate the dynamic power of books 
a librarian has selected for study 16 books 
which can be credited with concrete results 
and actions in national and international 
affairs. The books are selected from science 
and the social sciences, and range from the 
Renaissance to the present. The author pre- 
sents the books without measuring them for 
moral values or literary quality but clearly 
designates their power in shaping events. The 
books are: The prince, by Machiavelli; Com- 
mon sense, by Paine; Wealth of nations, by 
Smith; Essay on the principle of population, 
by Malthus; Civil disobedience, by Thoreau; 
Uncle Tom’s cabin, by Stowe; Das kapital, by 
Marx; The influence of sea power upon his- 
tory, by Mahan; The geographical pivot of 
history, by Mackinder; Mein kampf, by Hit- 
ler; De revolutionibus orbium coelestium, by 
Copernicus; De motu cordis, by Harvey; Prin- 
cipia mathematica, by Newton; Origin of spe- 
cies, by Darwin; The interpretation of dreams, 
by Freud; and Relativity, by Einstein.

Prompted by his wife, the author recalls in- 
cidents of family life which show how much 
went into the making of their marriage and 
all that two sons have taught them. Thus 
otherwise unrelated anecdotes about the boys 
and their pets, baby sitters, teachers, allow- 
ances, illnesses, and activities take meaning 
and perspective from a conversational frame- 
work in which the parents briefly view their 
relationship with their now nearly grown sons 
and with each other. Familiar material pre- 
sented in somewhat novel form with a light 
and pleasing touch.

Animated pictures in the style of Japanese 
prints present the traditional Japanese tale 
of a stone cutter, Tara, who learns that he is 
already mightier than any other thing he 
could wish to be. Except for one prolonged 
sequence of a geisha dancing, the action never 
lags. When the great mountain, which Tara 
has finally become, hears a stone cutter chip- 
ping away at its base, the film reaches an 
effective climax. The settings of landscapes 
with mountains, interiors with a view of 
Fujiyama through the window, and stylized 
storm clouds offer a delightful introduction to 
Japanese art. The spurious Japanese back- 
ground music and accent of the narrator are 
in keeping with the pictures. With its simple 
plot and satisfying moral, Tara is suitable for 
young audiences, while its distinctive treat- 
ment will appeal to both the more sophisti- 
cated young people and adults.
